An Evening of Opera” 


Last Friday evening the Ukrainian - 
Club introduced Marie Sirota and 
Michael Minsky in a joint recital 
of operatic arias. During the first 
half of the concert, which was 
devoted to Mozart selections, Miss 
Sirota seemed unable to gain con- 
trol of her voice, which at times 
was quite clouded with tremolo, 
In “Dove Sono" especially, she 
lacked the polish ‘and Mozartean 
style so necessary for a successful 


‘rendition of the aria. Despite these 


shortcomings, however, she reveal- 
ed a powerful and warm dramatic 
soprano, 

Mr. Minsky, the second artist on 
the programme, displayed a rich, ex- 
pressive baritone, and sang the “Se 
vuol ballare" with appropriate sar- 
casm. His rendition of “Dei vieni a 
la finestra’ was not as successful due 
to an occasional deviation from 


pitch. However, Mr. Minsky shone 


in the military aria “Non piu an- 
drai’, bringing out every nuance of 
the score with ringing tones.. The 
duet from Don Giovanni which 


‘closed the first half of the concert 
b was unbalanced; for although Mr, 
- Minsky sang with suavity, the ac- 


companist occasionally missed his 
cués, and again the soprano's insuf- 
ficient Mozart style could not bring 
out all the beauty of the music, 


UKRAINIAN OPERA 


The Ukrainian opera selections, 
which comprised the major por- 
tion of the second half were total- 
ly unfamiliar to me. Although 
‘one could not classify them as 
great music they contained ‘enough 
pleasant melodies to be interest- 


ing. Here Mr. Minsky did his best - 


work of the evening; his rendition 
of these arias was at all times affe- 
cting, and his voice blazed 
forth like a clarion call. Miss Si- 
rota, finally managing to dominate 
that quaveriness, likewise gave a 


fine account of herself. 


The final items on Miss Sirota's 


part of the recital were Depuis le 


Jour’, sung well indeed, and “Ah, 
fors e lui’; which presented her with 
quite a problem, for although she 
sang the slow section with much 


feeling, Miss Sirota simply lacked 


the Coloratura technique absolutely 
necessary to be successful in the 
brilliant “Sempra Libera." This was 
also the case in the Trovatore duet, 
where her voice lacked’ the sup- 
pleness to cope with the demands 
of Verdi's music. This last duet was 
also unfortunately one. of the least 
successful. selections of the pro- 


gramme, for which the accompanist 


must take a large measure of the 


' blame. 


This is the first operatic recital 
to be held at McGill in a long 
while, and the Ukrainian Club is 
to be commended for providing 
us with an enjoyable evening.

And so to the next stage of the Med question. Today 
by means of a referendum vote the S.E.C. will try to esta- 
blish a settlement of the issue: This vote the S.E.C, hopes 
will show how students feel about the issue. So it will but 
hardly in an adequate or convincing fashion. 


We find it unpleasant but riecessary to recommend that 
the suggested amendment be voted out. The terms in which 
it is presently worded and the unfortunate final clause that 
is included — concerning the vote necessary to pass ‘future 
amendments — make it impossible for those who are in 


favour of granting the MUS a $6 guarantee to vote affirma- 


tive, An affirmative vote passes the suggested amendment 
as a whole. It was suggested to the S.E.C. that the two ma- 
jor elements of the amendment, the increased grant and the 
voting requirement, be separated for purposes of today’s 
amendment. This suggestion the S.E.C. did not see fit to ac- 
cept. This is unfortunate as it prejudices the vote against 
the amendment as a whole. 


A further factor against an affirmative vote is the 
question as to whether $6 is a fair allocation. A referendum 
does not admit of amendments; one cannot vote on princi-: 
ple in an issue such as this, one can merely vote yes or no 
to the specific questions put. There are probably many like 
ourselves who think that the Meds have a good case but 
that $6 is not the best sum to be guaranteed; we suggested 
$4 last week. Such voters faced with the referendum can 
only vote “no”. 


It is obvious from the above that we do not feel that 


_ the referendum can settle this question. On this page is an 


admirable letter from the Vice-president of the M.U.S. We 
hope that the approach taken therein can be adopted by the 
principals for the S.E.C. and the M.U.S. to get together af- 
ter today’s vote and reach an amicable settlement on the 
question. This would show maturity on both sides, this 


would protect the much-vaunted autonomy of the Students’ 
Society which would suffer if: the Senate had eventually to 


step in to settle this unfortunate affair:

budget in any case, and the MUS need only show their 
expenses in order to receive this money, If this in fact 
had been the case in the past few years, there would 


be no objection, and there certainly would not be the 


uproar that is currently taking place. But unfortunately 
this has not been the case. Then too the medical stu- 
dent returns a month earlier from the summer than 
do the other faculties; and a month approximately, 


therefore, before the SEC is really in working order. , 


It is during this time that the medical student least 
feels the pressure of exams and he would like to be able 
to plan ahead the medical events for the year, and 
having planned them know that with careful budgeting 
he will be able to pay for these events. 

Finally the SEC argues that the guaranteeing of $6 
out of $15 to the MUS, will tend to separate the Me- 
dical faculty from the rest of the campus and make 
them a less integral part of McGill, We suggest rather 
that the bitterness and ill-feeling created by the cur- 
rent policy of the SEC, is doing far more to alienate 
and separate the Medical student from the rest of the 
campus, then the granting of $6 could ever do. 

Already there are several loud voices‘in the Medi- 
cal Faculty suggesting such things as complete suç- 
cession from the SEC, mass refusal to pay the fifteen 
dollars to the SEC next year, and even refus4l to make 
any donations to the graduate society upon gradua- 
tion, Such measures we feel would be detrimental to 
McGill as a whole, and we sincerely hope that in the 
next little while, just cause will not be given to these 
already loud voices, to become any louder.

The Redmen had last won the championship in 1928. They had gone 
through an unsuccessful season in 1937, ending up in the league cellar. 
Queen's were on top with 8 points, Western and Varsity followed with 7 and 
McGill had two points. Queen’s ultimately won the playoff and the champion- 
ship. + RTE POS 

The Redmen launched the 1938 season full of hope with the previous 
season's tribulations buried. In their pre-season exhibition game, they de- 
feated the Montreal Cubs 14-3. After. that contest many were visualizing a 
championship team for the Redmen who were coached by Doug Kerr, He 
had stated four years previously that he would bring home the bacon to 
McGill within four years. This was his last chance to live up to his words. 

The team was captained by Lou Ruschin and the return of Russ Meri- 


field and Bob Keefer completed a backfield that was rated the best in the 


league. In their second exhibition game they met RMC, who, the previous 
week, had been white-washed by Western to the tune of 38-0. The Cadets 
were defeated in a lop-sided contest 36-5. : : 

The Redmen_opened the season the next week and defeated Western 4-1 
with Herb Westman kicking all the McGill points, Varsity meanwhile defeated 
the defending champion Queen's Golden Gaels 13-6. The Big Red team tra- 


* velled to Toronto and hurdled to the top of the league with a 10-7 victory in

a hard-fought game. Westman’s phenomenal kicking ability and Ron Perowne's 
field generalship were greatly praised by the 18,000 people who turned out for 
the game. ; 

‘The championship. momentum increased as the McGillians whipped 
Queen's 17-5 before a crowd of 12,000, one of the largest on record up to 
that time, at Molson's Stadium. ; 


The Kerr Klan made it six in a row by defeating the Tricolour 9-1 at 
Kingston. Many loyal McGill supporters made’ the trip with the team, The 
following week Varsity was eliminated from the intercollegiate race when 
they bowed to the Montrealers 23-2; 15,000 people turned out as the weather 
went from summer warmth and sunshine to pouring rain. Jo-jo Anton, Presty 
Robb and Westman picked up the McGill majors: 

The day was one of great jubilation. A Daily Sports writer summarized : 
“What a Day! What a Crowd! What a Game! What a Football Team!” It 
was sweet victory for the Redmen for several reasons, It had been many years 
since Varsity had been beaten twice in one season by the Red and White. It 
was also the longest unbeaten streak that a McGill football team had com- 
piled. It was also the first time in six year that Varsity failed to make the 
playoffs. | 

The next week, the Redmen were Western ‘bound. A°victory would 
sew up the championship for them with an undefeated season. The Mustangs 
thought differently, however, and ended the Montrealers winning streak at 
seven games with a 16-6 upset. 


Stage Set For Playoffs 


The stage was set for the championship tilt at Molson Stadium the 
following week. Coach Kerr and his boys were optimistic though not over- 


confident: He brought up two intermediate players, Fred Sauder and Ben

Rushchim who missed his last opportunity to perform before the home faithful. 
Monday, November 21 the Daily headline read — “Fighting Team 
Brings Grid Title to McGill 9-0". Along with the Yates Cup the Redmen 
gained the admiration of thousands for their spirit and clean fight. 
“Westman again starred. for the Redmen:as he kicked nine single points. 
Alex Hamilton was a standout both defensively and offensively and lived up 
to his all-star rating. Ronnie Perowne handled the ball with more agility 
than a juggler and also did some fancy broken-field running. Coach Doug 
Kerr lived up to his prediction he had made four years earlier. On the follow- 


“ing Tuesday, the Redmen finally consented to have a group picture taken,

they had won the championship. Such troubles and superstitions.we pass on 
hopefully to Larry Sullivan and Rocky Robillard. to save for next year.
